The machine was 
propelled by flapping the warped 
wings. imason has a picture of a 
flight made by the “Kite” in 1897, and 
also has a picture of another five-plane 
machine constructed in 1901.

“I am that which is, that which 
was, will be, and which has been, and 
no man has ever raised the veil which 
covered me.” This, Miss Beckley 
pointed out, is closely allied to the 
answer given to Moses, Thou caust 
not see my face, for no man shall see 
my face and live.” Miss Beckley 
stated in conclusion that the Old Tes- 
tament affords a valuable study of 
Egyptian and Asiatic architecture.

and in extra good years as high as 35 per cent. 

This British trust, or octopus, fe world-wide in 
its embraces. It has plants in the United Kingdom 
and in the United States, in Japan, Brazil, Por- 
tugal, Italy and other parts of the world.

Geologists tell us of the age of ice; archeol- 
ogists write about the bone age, the stone age and 
the iron age; but it now comes to the age of hogs. 
Ayiation is a neW amusement in the world and 
omises a new industry and means of commerce. 
In past times the impossible was promised to come 
“wher. pigs fly.“ The flying age of pigs is right 
with us, and they are fiying higher than the cow 
that jumped over the moon. 

A western Congressman new in Washington was 
asked to go to hear a lecture by a noted scholar on 
the age of Pericles. He misunderstood the pronun- 
ciation and pronounced it Perikels, and exclaimed: 
“Perikels! Perikels! How long do them things 
live?” 

The Secretary of Agriculture should know a good 
deal about with or without hominy. .

We have 
only to go back just ten years, when the old cen- 
tury was closing, to find cured hams and bacon in 
the American market at wholesale selling at 8% 
cents per pound, lard at 6.3 cents a pound, pickled 
pork 6.2 cents per pound. The green hog, alive and 
undeprived of either tail or squeal, is bringing 
more money in the stock yards in Chicago today 
than the ham or side of bacon dressed, smoked and 
cured, brought at wholesale ten years ago. : 

It is neither the tobacco trust, the oil trust nor 
the steel trust which has put up the price of hogs, 
The tariff has had nothing to do with it. That old 
friend of ours, Supply-and-Demand, has done the 
whole business. In 1900, when cured bacon and 
hams were selling cheaper than the green hog to- 
day, the price of corn was 41 cents u bushel. Cot- 
ton was 7.7 cents per pound, wheat was 72 cents 
a bushel and wheat flour $3.62 per barrel. In

MONG THE LAST OF THE PIONEERS 
The departure from this life and its activities 

of Darivs Ogden Mills removes one of the most 
notable California pioneers, one of the men who laid 
the foundations of this commonwealth in its earli- 
est days just after its cession by Mexico to our 


country. 

honors. He was in his 86th year. Coming to 
California in 1849, having been a clerk in one ca- 
pacity or another in his native State, New York, 
he took the same occupation on his arrival in the 
city of Sacramento. If we are rightly informed, 
his first job was as a deputy county clerk in the 
county of Sacramento, at a salary of $150 a month, 
Clerks got good salaries in i 
in those early days. They had to, for 
living was very high. But 
small as his income was and great as his expenses 
(for he came to the State as a married man with 
more or less family,) his careful habits dictated 
that he should save some of every month’s receipts. 
Here was the foundation of the dead millionaire’s 
fortune. He had confidence in the new State, raw 
and undeveloped as it was;‘and among his acquaint- 
ances at Sacramento and San Francisco it was a 
current report that his first savings were syste- 
matically invested in Sacramento real estate. He 
was one of the many Californians who made their 
fortunes through their faith in the new country 
and their foresight as to its great future. 

He was a man of business ability and very soon 
impressed the small population of Sacramento, the 
little larger population of San Francisco, and in- 
deed the no numerous number of people in the 
whole State. In about fifteen years after he ar- 
rived in the State he was called from the head 


of a bank he had founded in Sacramento, a small 


concern, to take the presidency of the Bank of Cali- 
fornia at San Francisco. He held this position for 
some years und was succeeded by W. C. Ralston, 
who died in the bay while bathing just after the 
memorable collapsé of the Bank of California in 
1875. 

By 1880 Mr. Mills was attracted to New York 
by the prospect of a peculiar type of investment. 
It was rather a philanthropy than a business ven-

Mr. Mills was found allied in every important 
church movement in the State. Besides being a very 


good business man he was knowm as one of the 
most generous philanthropists in California. His

tive conclusion that death had resulted 
from ptomaine poisoning. He took 
rarts of the organs of the eet and 
made a chemical analysis. e also 
took 2 quantity of the infected pears 
The result of the enalysis confirmed 
his di osis. 

Dr. ‘Campbell said he had seen three 
of the patients before death. One of 
them was Preciado, who was sitting up 
in bed. The temperatures were sub- 
normal, respiretion weak, tongue 
coated. He co). plained of a dizziness 
and slight headache. The respiration 
was shallow, with another of the pa- 
tients, who was sub-conscious. Her lips 
were dark, showing carbonic acid gas 
poisen through the failure of the lungs 
to take in sufficient oxygen. 
ralysis affected 
organs. There was no vomiting. The 
sick could not swallow. The actions 
were not unlike that of patients suf- 
fering from hydrophobia. 

Dr. Campbell said he did not hesitate 
to pronounce all of the cases as being 
ptomaine poisoning. He said it was 
unusual for cases to be so slow in de- 
velopment; but there were many such. 
In other instances nature has assisted, 
but with these there was no assistance, 
the paralysis being almost complete, 
although there were no indications of 
metallic poison. 

Ptomaines and sfrychnine, he said, 
were of similer composition, although 
the latter came from a tree. The pto- 
maines in this case had evidently de- 
veloped in the jar of fruit after it had 
been

post-mortem 
cases of similar — There are 
many kinds of ptomaines’. Some form 
in vegetable matter; others develop in 
meat. The jar in which were 
put may have been unclean, the cover 
may have been infected, the rubber or 
the hands of the persons handling the 
fruit. Or the air might have got in 
and caused the fermentation, he said. 
There might then have been decomposi- 
tion in the fruit in the jar. The pto- 
maines could have developed in the 
closed jar under these conditions. In 
cases of ptomaine poisoning the poison 
has to get into the blood before the 
results are felt. 

The Coroner’s jury was in its 
deliberations. The finding turned 
was as follows: 

“We, the jury called to inquire into 
the cause of death of Mrs. Guadaloupe 
Fernandez, do hereby. find that she

FOR SAVING OF LIVES. 
After the jury had concluded its la- 
bors, Dr: Campbell said it is a mistake 
on the part of the State to neglect the 
proper education of housewives on the 
subject of ptomaine poison and dan- 
gers of this kind in general. He said 
experts shoul. be employed to go all 
over the State giving instructions, 
gratis, to women about how to put up 
fruit, and how to avoid these fatal 
mistakes. They should be instructed 
in the value of the thermometer, and 
of the importance of cleanliness, as 
well as of the dangers that lurk in 
tainted meats, tin cans and fermented 
fruit. Many lives, he thought, might 
be saved in this way.

Appellate Court Affirms Heavy Judg- 
ment of Logal Man Resulting from 
Mining Stock Deal. 

The Second District Court of Appeal, 
handed down a decision yesterday, at-

E DEATH ACCIDENTAL. 


Coroner’s Jury at Santa Monica Re- 
cords Verdict in Case of Man 
Killed by Car. 


SANTA MONICA, Jan. 6.—The Coro- 
ner today held an inquest on the body 
of Oswald M. Gooding, a gardener who 
lived at No. 1444 Yale street, Sierra 
Vista. The man was struck yesterday 
morning by a west-bound car of the 
Los Angeles-Pacific trolley Une and 
died a few minutes after being brought 
to the hospital. The verdict was acci- 
dental death. The motorman of the 
car that hit him passed on without 
knowing he had been hurt. The un- 
conscious man was found by the crew 


of a later car, at daylight. One —3 


was ground off by the wheels, and t 
body was otherwise badly cut and 
bruised. The victim of the accident 
was lying beside the track. and blood 
and fragments of the splintered ler 
were scattered along the track for a 
‘considerable distance. Gooding regained 
consciousness for a moment after ar- 
riving at tne hospital, but he was so 
weak from the loss of blood that he 
could not speak. 

The only tenable theory is that 
Gooding, who was employed by the 
city to place the lanterns to warn driv- 
ers of vehicles of the dangerous ruts 
in Oregon avenue, was at Cambridge 
street before daylight. Hw purpose was 
to gather in the lanterns and fill them 
o they would be ready for the next 
night. He was proceeding westward, 
having picked up three, and was walk- 
ing between the rails. As he neared 
Berkeley street a freight train ap- 
proached from the east, and Gooding 
stepped out of the way to let it passa. 
| Presuming that it was a single car, 
it is probable he then attempted to 
|} walk upon the track, when he was 
drawn under the wheels by the sucticn 
of the rapidly moving train. 

Thies is the fourteenth violent death 
in the vicinity of Santa Monica during 
the first six, days of 1910. 

Deceased was a native of Vermont, 
62 years of age. He leaves a widow. 
The body will be buried Saturday. 

ACCIDENTALLY DROWNED. 

The Coroner today signed a death 
certificate ascribing the cause of the 
death of Miss Celine Borde as “acci- 
dental drowning.” The body was found 
on the beach thirty-two miles from 
here. The great distance from the pier 
preciuded the thought that she nad 
committed suicide by jumping into 
the ocean from it. The body was sent 
to her former home, San Luis Obispo, 
for -burial.
